HAVANA (AP) President 
Manuel Urrutia resigned Friday 
night after Fidel Castro accused 
him of “near treason.” 


Castro himself resigned as prime 
minister a few hours earlier. 


The announcement of Urrutia’s 
resignation came from the presi- 
dential palace after the President 
watched Castro denounce him on 
television. 

Castro was still delivering his 
tirade against the ex-judge he 
chose to lead his revolutionary 
government when the announce- 
ment came that Urrutia was 
quitting. 


Castro sat impassive as the an- 
nouncement was read by the mod- 
erator of the TV program. 


Urrutia said in a statement he 
had no plans to leave Cuba but 
he appealed for protection for 
himself and his family. 


Castro told the TV audience that 
if Urrutia resigned he could go 
abroad if he wished or take re- 
fuge in a foreign embassy.

WASHINGTON — Senate and 
House conferees agreed Friday on 
a $3,556,200,000 authorization to 
carry forward the mutual security 
program another year. 


The final version of the authori- 
zation bill, as cleared by the 
conference committee for prob- 
able House and Senate ratifica- 
tion next week, falls $353,200,000 
below the $3,909,400,000 sought by 


But it comes slightly closer to 
meeting the President’s money 
specifications than either of the 
versions passed earlie® by the 
two chambers and submitted to 
the conference for adjustment of 
differences. 


The House bill authorized 
$3,542,600,000 and the Senate 
version $3,543,320,000.

Passage of the measure is a re- 
quired preliminary to the appro- 
priation of foreign aid funds for 
the 1960 fiscal year, which start- 
ed July 1. The figures serve as 
ceilings for the appropriations to 
be provided in a bill expected to 
emerge shortly from the House 
Appropriations Committee.

“I am authorized to say that 
the Atlanta Board of Education, 
acting upon advice of counsel, 
will, at the proper time, give 
notice of appeal in the case of 
Calhoun et al v. Atlanta Board of 
Education et al, recently decided 
by Judge (Frank) Hooper.” 


Legal sources say the board has 
until Aug. 9 to appeal the case 
to the U.S. Court of Appeals. 


Judge Hooper has ruled that 
Atlanta cannot operate segregated 
schools and has ordered the board 
to produce by Dec. 1 a complete 
plan, “adopted by them, which 
is designed to bring about com- 
pliance with this order, and which 
shall provide for a prompt and 
reasonable start toward desegre- 
gation of the public schools” in 
Atlanta. 


A legal source said the board 
will appeal the July 9 order that 
set the Dec. 1 deadline, which in 
effect will appeal the whole rul- 
ing.

Inflation Is Robber, 


Yow re the Victim 


According to information out of Wash- 
ington, senators and representatives in 
Congress are receiving a deluge of mail 
protesting inflation. It may have con- 
tributed something to that body’s hesitant 
mood about voting massive additional 
spending. 

This public interest, encouraged by the 
White House, is resulting in more and 
more questioning of the why of inflation 
which is threatening the nation’s economic 
health, endangering the people’s savings 
and imperiling the national currency at 
home and abroad. 

Since World War II the value of the 
American dollar has dropped 32 cents. It 
has plummeted downward 50 cents in 
the past 20 years. People with fixed in- 
comes have found them cut in half. 
Hard-earned savings have received a 
similar fate. Higher prices and higher 
interest rates are costing the taxpayers 
dearly in financing government functions. 

There are many factors influencing in- 
flation, which can be described as a sort 
of progressive disease. High prices and 
high wages we know about. Excessive 
profits also enter the picture. But on 
the other hand we witnessed last year 
continued increases in living costs dur- 
ing a period of recession. This threw 
marty theories out of kilter. 

Continued deficit spending by gov- 
ernments at all levels is a major contrib- 
uting agent. Legislative bodies and ad- 
ministrative agencies continue to spend 
more than they take in. Congress still 
votes more appropriations than it is will- 
ing to levy taxes to pay for. 

Money lost in the decline in value of 
the dollar would have paid a lot of taxes. 
Inflation is robbing us all. 

Now comes the steel strike with its 
threat of a further inflationary break- 
through. The strike itself will cause more 
inflation. The consequences of a settle- 
ment with higher wages and price in- 
creases throughout the whole economy 
can best be gauged by experiences of the 
past. Such a settlement now could trig- 
ger the wildest inflation spree of all.

Fuller Heat Is Turned 
On Moonshine Traffic 


A newly issued report shows last 
month was a banner one, probably even 
a. record-breaker, for state revenue 
agents in their drive against non-tax-paid 
liquor. 

They seized 11,284 gallons of moon- 
shine, confiscated 66 vehicles used in 
illicit liquor traffic and made 435 ar- 
rests. 

All this, mind you, was accomplished 
without any such thing as an “illegal 
liquor” campaign fund. It was just good, 
hard work—the kind of law enforcement 
Georgia taxpayers applaud. 

It just goes to show what can be 
done by a state agency in discharging its 
responsibilities on its own initiative. No 
slush fund necessary.

Cuba’s Castro Resigns 
To Prove His Strength 


Fidel Castro, who believes that in- 
accurate information has been sent out 
about him and Cuba, has acted ina 
typical manner to demonstrate that he 
does have the support of the great masses 
of Cubans. 

He has tendered his resignation as 
premier. 

The evidences of mass support for 
Castro already have begun. Within 24 
hours the weight of rural Cuba will be 
felt in Havana in demands that Castro 
return to office. 

The best information from persons 
of responsible positions in Cuba is that 
there is no communism in the govern- 
ment and that certainly Communists are 
not in control. ‘ 

These say, “You people in the United 
States had your Alger Hiss and your 
Communists in government offices and 
the Army. Why are you so excited about 

us? We are but six months old. Give us 
time.” 

Castro believes there is a press plot 
against him in the United States. There 
isn’t. But there have been enough dis- 
torted “headline-hunting” stories sent out 
to give him reason to think so. These 
stories. have said opposition to him is 
strong. He wishes to show it isn’t. 

The revolutionist leader was also an- 
gered because Sen. Eastland’s Senate 
committee featured a defecting former 
member of the Cuban Army who went 
so far as to charge Castro himself with 
being a’ Communist. Castro also charges 
that Sen. Eastland and others are trying 
to damage Cuba by reducing her sugar 
quota sales to this country. This may. 
‘or may not be true but certainly Sen. 
Eastland seems to admire the dictators of 
Latin America more than the revolution- 
_ ists who try to end 


tyranny.

Antifluoridationists Are 


Wrong on Waterworks 


Those concerned about dental health 
and qualified to prescribe for its promo- 
tion—dentists specifically—urge fluori- 
dation and work for its installation. But 
it’s the waterworks which must pipe it 
to the homes where it is efficacious in 
preventing tooth decay. 

What the waterworks people believe 
about fluoridation is expressed by the 
fact that the Indiana Dental Assn. has 
presented the Indiana Section of the 
American Waterworks Assn. a plaque and 
a resolution for its cooperation in setting 
up and operating the fluoridation pro- 
gram. 

The resolution commends the section 
as “representing those members of the 
waterworks industry who have accepted 
responsibility in effectuating communal 
fluoridation when directed to proceed by 
proper municipal authority... and for 
continued faithful services in providing 
safe water of accepted quality for the 
health and welfare of the citizens of 
Indiana.” 

Fluoridation is bad for the pipes, the 
“antis” say.

Radioactivity Increase 


Makes for Uneasiness 


The U.S. Public Health Service’s lat- 
est report on the radioactivity level of 
Atlanta milk is disturbing. 

It showed that the strontium-90 count 
in April was 20.8 micro-microcuries per 
liter, compared to a count of 14 in March, 
and was second highest in the nation. 


But before pushing the panic button 
too frantically it would be well to note 
that the yearly average here, 12.2, is well 
under the maximum permissible level of 
80 micro-microcuries set by the health 
service. The 12-month average provides 
the really significant figures, according 
to health officials, and Atlanta is safe 
on that score. 


Nevertheless, the realization that ra- 
dioactivity in milk during the month of 
April rose to one-fourth of the permissi- 
ble level is discomforting. 


A sufficient amount of strontium 90, 
of course, is deadly. It causes bone can- 
cer. It also brings on hereditary defects 
and other dire results. 


Milk is merely an example of the 
way in which radioactivity shows up. It 
is merely used as a gauge. The water 
you drink and the food you eat could 
contain sufficient amounts of radiation 
to be just as deadly as any that could be 
found in milk or anything else. 


Meanwhile, Soviet Russia continues 
to sidestep proposals for a controlled ban 
on nuclear tests by insisting upon veto 
rights that would make the framework 
for controls ineffective. 

So the public is left to wait, watch 
and hope for the best. While there is no 
cause for panic, the situation is con- 
ducive to a goodly amount of uneasiness.

In Human Relations as in Science Study? 


Atlanta — In Matt. 15:14 you 
will find the following: ‘‘Let them 
alone: They be blind leaders of 
the blind.

Segregation Christian? 
Pastors Face Decision

The Southern minister today faces his gravest di- 
Jemma since 1850. 


Seldom in history has the church been involved in a more search- 
Ing reappraisal of the social implications of the Christian faith. 


Although it has been answered officially by the governing bodies 
of every major U.S. denomination, the question—is segregation 
Christian?—is yet to be answered on the local level by the individual 
pastor. 

Prodded by his own conscience, pressured by civic and political 
groups, looked to for leadership by his congregation, the Southern 
pastor almost has to take a stand.

What is the word of God? The Rev. Mr. Wesberry says there is 
“some scriptural basis for segregation,”’ and the Rev. Mr. Hays 
specifically cites Genesis IX: 18-27 in which, according to his inter- 
pretation, ‘““God put a curse on Ham and his descendants, turning | 
them black and placing them in a servile position.” 


Heaven itself is segregated, according to the Rev. Mr. Hays, | 
“with seraphims, cherubims and saints.’’ The Segregation Manifesto | 
which he authored is undergirded with scriptural references believed 
by fundamentalist ministers to support segregation. 


OUT OF CONTEXT 


Liberal interpreters of the Bible are quick to point out that such 
scriptural references, taken out of context, are misinterpreted and 
misused. Dr. Fry cites the message of brotherhood voiced in the 
Book of Ruth and the Book of Jonah. ‘‘No one can boast that he has 
full knowledge of the will of God,” says Dr. Fry, ‘“‘but Christ’s com- 
mandment to “love thy neighbor as thyself’ stands at the very 
heart of the Christian faith.” 


And so the issues stand. As the controversy continues, two things 
are apparent: The church has shouldered the burden of interpreting 
the 1954 Supreme Court decision in the light of the Judaeo-Christian 
tradition and Southern ministers and congregations alike are involved 
in an agonizing re-examination of the implications of the Christian 
ethic. 

This re-examination could well give birth to a significant religious 
revival, based not on the number of converts to Christ but on a pro- 
found new commitment to the Christian faith. 


At any rate, the churches of the South—groping, struggling, 
searching for solutions—are today shaping social history. And many 


agree with Dr. Fry, who says, “‘the future of world Christianity will

Be Serious 
About Your 
Dieting! 


By IDA JEAN BAIN 


“My family considers my 
dieting a joke, and when they 
laugh at me, I can’t stay on a 
diet.” This sentence in a letter 


from a discouraged home- 
maker is reflected in many 
letters. 


Dieters, the real issue is not 
whether your family is going 
to take your diet seriously, but 
whether YOU are. In most 
cases, when you really make 
up your mind to reduce and set 
about it in a determined way, 
your family will sense this 
new resolve. 


CARRYING OUT 


It is important to establish 
within yourself a _ conviction 
that reducing is what YOU 
want to do. When reducing is 
a means of carrying out some- 
thing that is significant to you, 
dieting is meaningful. 


Until you show the family 
that dieting actually is import- 
ant to you, you cannot expect 
them to take a serious attitude. 
If you are resolute and show 


results, you will win their 
admiration. 

Try an approach that will 
encourage cooperation. Say 
something like this to your 
family: ‘“‘It would be far bet- 


ter for my health if I reduce 20 
or 30 pounds, and I really do 
want to get this extra weight 
off. I will need your support. 
Right now I am not hungry, 
but tonight at diiner I'll want 
to take second servings. Please 
help me then. I may even 
bristle—for I love to eat. But 
if you can help me past that 
spot, I know that 30 minutes 
later I'll feel content and 
happy that I didn’t overeat.” 


BE CANDID 


Be candid with your family. 
Ask for a little general sup- 
port, not in terms of sympathy 
but to enlist their cooperation.
